NegoliatiOTS between officials 
of the East St. Louis & Suburban 
Railway Co. and the union of 
motormen and cmductors for a 
new contract are said not to be 
progressing smoothly. The pres¬ 
ent cOTtract expires next Mon¬ 
day. 

Under the present schedule, 
city men get 27 cents an hour 
and interurban men 31 cents. 
They are asking for 38 cents an 
hour for city men and 43 cents 
for interurban men. The com¬ 
pany has offered an increase of 
one cent an hour. 

According to reports received 
this week by County Supt. of 
school districts have voted down 
Schools H. T. McCrea, th^ 
propositions to issue bonds for 


the erection of new school build¬ 
ings. The increased cost in build¬ 
ing material is believed to be the 
cause. 

In Liberty Prairie district, a 
$2000 building was proposed. 
Wanda district anticipated the 
erection of a two-room building 
costing $5000. and Grove district 
voted on a $2000 building. 

A bill aimed to increase the 
tax revenue of Madison county 
was introduced in the Illinois 
Senate. The bill amends the act 
creating sanitary districts so 
that taxes levied by boards of 
trustees of sanitary districts for 
drainage purposes are excluded 
from the sealing process.

Almost any room can take on 
an exciting, colorful appearance 
with an investment of only $10. 
The National Paint, Varnish and 
Lacuer Association recommends 
the new latex paints—either in a 
flat or a semi-gloss finish—lor 
all lovers of leisure! Latex paints 
are quick drying, easy to use and 
clean up can be done with soap 
and water. Try a flat latex paint 
on the ceiling and walls and a 
semi-gloss enamel on the wood¬ 
work for a beautiful and prac¬ 
tical combination. 

Remember, a paint job is only 
as good as its foundation. First 
fill all cracks in plaster walls 
with spackling material, using a 
putty knife, a kitchen knife, or a 
versatile finger and thumb. 
When the patches are complete¬ 
ly dry. sand the surface smooth 
and youTe ready to apply the 
undercoating or primer. 

If you have a high ceiling, rig 
a raised plantform from two 
strwig ladders and a wide plank. 
AJkrw the plank to exiend a: 
least a foot beyond the step of 
- the ladder ai which it rests. 
Make sure the ladders are fully 
t^n and locked in position for 
your safety. 

To make your painting easier, 
remove all hardware and light 
fixtures from the room or cover 
them with masking tape. Then 
dust your walls thoroughly. 
Kitchen and bathroom walls re¬ 
quire washing with household 
cleansers to remove caked on 


dirt or grease. 

Before you begin to paint, read 
the manufacturer’s directions 
carefully Every suggestion 
should be closely followed to ob¬ 
tain a beautiful paint job! 

If the directions suggest that 
you stir the paint, use a wooden 
spatula and stir until absolutely 
no color pigment remains in the 
bottom of the can. For protec¬ 
tion, cover all floors and furni¬ 
ture with drop cloths before 
painting. No matter how care¬ 
ful you are, a few splatters are 
inevitable. You can minimize 
splattering by dipping the bris¬ 
tles of your brush no more than 
one-third of the bristle length 
into the paint. Wipe up any 
splatters at once with a damp 
cloth—don’t wait until the paint 
has dried. 

When painnng a cetiing, work 
across the width of the room to 
enable you to begin the second 
lap before the first has dried. 
And—remember—don’t try to 
move your ladder with paint or 
tools aboard! 

After you paint the ceiling, be¬ 
gin ofi tbe walls, starting at an 
toft hand comer and work¬ 
ing down ttwaid the floor. Fol¬ 
low tWs order whKber yon ere 
using a brush or a roller. 

Now you’re ready to tackle the 
woodwmi. A round 1-fnch bru.sh 
is handy for the window sash: a 
two-inch brush makes painting 
the trim a simple affair. V^en 
you paint panelled doors, it s a 
good idea to coat tbe panels first, 
then the center rail. The top and 
bottom rails come next, then die 


Ever walk around your prop- ^ 
erty and notice the need for j: 
additional shrubs and trees, yet it

Forget it! Go right ahead and 
plant whatever you wish, says 
the American Association of 
Nurserymen. Seasonal planting 
of many seeds is necessary, but 
most trees and shrubs can be 
planted anytime. The reason is 
that nurserymen grow a large 
number of shrubs and trees in 
individual containers so they can 
be set out without disturbing 
their roots or growth. Anytime 
can be a favorable time—so plant 
when you have the urge. 

Suppose you want a rose gar¬ 
den, and it’s June or later? 
During these months one can go 
to a nursery, usually see flowers 
in bloom and take the plants 
home and set out a few or a 
whole rose garden as preferred. 
Rhododendrons, azalea* and sim¬ 
ilar flowering shrubs can be 
planted when in bud or flower 
and then will continue to grow 
well in future years. The same 
thing can be done with ever¬ 
greens to achieve a good land- 


scaping effect. 

Suppose you get a sudden hot 
spell in summer and you dream 
cf a cool shade tree. Why not 
plant it and have a permanent 
outdoor umbrella, with nature 
sioring it in winter for you when 
it sheds its leaves, only to c^Jen 
up again with air-conditioning 
foliage when you need it most.

transpiration, or vaporization of 
moisture from the leaves, actual¬ 
ly cool the air.

Washable Wools 

Ever try to wash a wool scarf 
and have it shrink to near pocket 
handkerchief size? Washing wool 
was once a gamble. Shrinking, 
felting, fading and loss of soft¬ 
ness were discouraging problems. 

Today shrink-resistant wool is 
being produced commercially. 
Consumers will want,to look for 
washable wool garments and 
yard goods. 

Treated woo! can be machine- 
washed without shrinking or felt¬ 
ing and retain the comfort, soft- 


ness.^warmth, and beauty of un¬ 
treated wool. 

On the way are durable-press 
wool garments, treated to hold 
their shape and retain creases in 
washing, and to require no Iron¬ 
ing. This will be another thrifty, 
time and work saving conven¬ 
ience for consumers. 

How to Launder Durable-Press 

Durable-press fabrics reduce 
the work required to keep the 
family well groomed. Proper 
laundry methods help retain the 
■ easy-care features of these fab¬ 
rics. 

' For Washing: 

Launder before fabrics are 
' heavily soiled and as soon as 
I possible after soiling. Turn gar^ 
' menb! inside out to help reduce 
“Iresting” or wear on creases. 
Launder in the coolest water that 
• will remove soil. If warm or hot 
water is used then rinse in cool 
water before machine spinning 


or hand wringing. 

For heavy, oily soil, perspira¬ 
tion and food stains, meallire 
heavy duty liquid detergent re¬ 
quired for entire load and ap¬ 
ply full stren^ to the most 
soiled areas of garments. Soak 
in hot water, let water cool to IN) 
to 110”F, then agitate for 6 to 8 
minutes. 

Shorten the wash cycle to the 
minimum required for soil re¬ 
moval. Use slow agitation or a 
stop-and'soak, followed by a 
short time of normal agitation. 
Advance the control dial to 
shorten cycles. 

Rinse well in cool water, if 
your water is hard, use a water 
softener in the first rinse or 
fabric softener in the final rinse. 
Fabric softeners reduce the stat¬ 
ic charge which attracts soil. Soft¬ 
eners also decrease dinging of 
man-made fibers.
